The essential unity of the new world, the 
common triterests of the two American con- 
tinents, the advisability of a close heart-tek 
pan-American alliance, were the themes ot fF 
Gistinguished speakers at the landing day 
banquet of the Knights of Columbus pf Chi- 
cago at the Congress hotel last night. 

The proposal was early made, and heartily’ 
supported by all following speakers, that the 
anniversary of the discovery of America by 
Christopher Coumbus be made a great inter- 
national American holiday, a festival to be 
celebrated in common by all the nations of 
the new world, from Greenland to Chill. 


Represent New World Nations. 

That there is some solid foundation on 
which to bullg such a monumental commem- 
oration of the achievement of the great ad- 
miral was evidenced by the speakers and 
guests of honor at the banquet, among whom 
were: Francisco C. Enright, consul of the 
Argentine Republic; EdQardo Patterson, con- 
sul of Cuba; Jule F. Browne, consul of Guate-’ 
mala; Gustavo de Obaldia, consul of Pan- 
ama, and Charles Murphy, secretary of state 
of the Dominion of Canada.” 

All were enthusiastic oven the proposal 
of Illinois in making Land- 
ing day a legal holidlay should be followed 
in their own countries, giving the whole hem- 
sphere one definite common interest. 

A distinctly religious tone was given to the 
celebration of the presence of Archbishop 
James Edward Quigiey, the presidents, of all 
the larger Roman Catholic colleges in the 
city, Bishop Paul Peter Rhode, and many 
of the more prominent priests of the city. :

President Taft Is Considering Senator 
for Appointment to Leadership in 
Highest Court in the Land. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[{Special.]-«

justice of the United States Supreme court. 
No decision has been reached by Mr. Taft in 
regard to the chief justiceship, but Senator 
Root is regarded by him with as much favor 
as any other man.

The 
General Trangatiantic Steamship ec mpany 
is arranging a boat service to Havre for 
Saturday’s steamer. 

The call to the colors has been ignored by 
the large majority, and at massmeetings 
held today the atrikers reiterated their de- 
termination not to respond. 

Much destruction has been wrought on the 
western system, where the strikers and 
their supporters have held up and derailed 
trains, blocked tracks, destroyed signa’s, 
ripped up rails, and cut telephone and tele- 
graph wires. 


Heavy Loss to Commerce. 

The losses to commerce already are tre- 
mendous. Scores of trains have been stalled 
along the roads, many of these carrying food 
supplies, which even now have pecome unfit 
for use. The passengers on the Oceanic, who 
took the train at Cherbourg for Paris, are 
blocked at Mantes-sur-Geine, about thirty- 
six miles from Paris. 

Many Americans have been compelled to 
remain in this city, or to pay almost fabu- 
lous. sums to reach the coast, eo that they 
might embark for England. Seven hundred 
sacks of American mall are being transport- 
ed from Havre to Paris up the Seine, and the 
French steamship line will employ a tug to 
convey the passengers for the steamer La 
Touraine, sailing on Saturday.

Green Tomatoes. 


HE other day, when green tomatoes reached 
the rock bottom price of 10 cents a peck, 
the grocers decorated their display of 
them with the legend. Do it now!“ Prob- 
ably most of us have been doing it before 

“now,” making chutney, picalilll, and so forth. 

There is something delicious about these 
green tomato pickles when they are well made, 
a quite exclusive deliciousness all their own. 
They are softer, milder, and far more digestible 
than the cucumber, and to those who like them 
they are far more attractive to look at. 

‘It makes no difference in the quality of our 
pickle. Whether we call it sweet green tomato 
pickle or tomato chutney, The latter name. of 


‘Bast Indian origin, has got attached to what 


used to be called sweet pickle, with not a singe 
changé in the main ingredients as made by some 
cooks”. The brown sugar and spices are used in 
the one as In the other. But in making this 
piekle, by whichever- @ we call it, there 5 
The 
to 
‘salted, and allowed to stand from twelve to 
twenty-four hours. Our aunts and grandmotn- 
ers used to put t e in colanders or porous 
vessels of some sort with a weight over them, 
but we have not found this necessary. Even 
if we do leave the draining until we are neariy 
ready to put them into the vinegar to cook. it 
is better to cover them with a large plate, oth- 
erwise the top layers dry and curl up and are 
too tough to be affected by the slight cooking 
given the pickle. 4. 
As to the seasoning for this pickle, “some 
is really the measurement term that most cooks 
use in describing how much spice to use. When 
a recipe reads with great definiteness as to quar- 
ters of pounds of this and that to a peck of 
tomatoes there is quite likely to be too much 
of some of these for the average taste. ‘I'he 
smallest amount of spice consistent makes the 
pickle that comes nearest to having some food 
value. The white mustardseed is one of the 
prime essentials, and se are the cloves and cin- 
namon. The pepper and allspice are more or 
less a matter of choice, and so is any great 
quantity of the dry mustard. Those who have 
a care to make a pretty looking pickle put the 
latter ingredient with a good many of the others 
in a little bag. g 
It is more work to make picalilN than sweet 
pickle, but it goes farther and serves a some- 
what different end. It keeps well and was for- 
merly regarded as one of the first of relishes. 
The manufactured product has somewhat alien- 
ated us from engaging in the wofk of making 
it, which after all is not so great, and hothing 
can equal the successful homemade product.

Picalilli I.— One peck of green tomatoes, one 
head of cabbage, both chopped fine. Mix with 
them one large cup of salt and drain in a bag 
overnight. Chop six large onions, two red and 
two green peppers, and mix. Pour hot weak vin- 
egar over all and drain again overnight. Next 
morning scald the same amount of good sharp 
vinegar with one cupful of sugar and two tabie- 
spoonfuls of mustardseed. Pour over piccalilli 
and when cold it is ready to.eat.—Mrs. M. I.. 
Cohen, 4830.Calumet avenue. 

Picalilli II. — One head of cabbage, two quarts 
of green tomatoes, three peppers, and four 
onions ground in a meat grinder. Heat tuo 
quarts. of vinegar and a cup of brown sugar 
Add salt, pepper, and spices, pour over the mix- 
ture, add some mustardseed, and place on the 
back of the stove until it is warmed through.

HE resolutions passed dy the Chicage 
branch of the American Federation of 
Musicians condemning Andreas Dippel for 
alleged discrimination against resident 
musicians in forming the orchestra for 


the Chicago opera have provoked a sharp an- 


swer from the director of the new organization. 
Mr. Dippel remonstrates against several clauses 
of the resolutions adopted by the union, which 
he characterizes as misrepresentations. The 
statement that only two Cbicago musicians 
have been engaged is inaccurate. Twenty-five 
players have thus far been enrolled whom Mr. 
Dippel describes as Chicagoans. Fifteen at 
present members of the local union and ten are 
former members. Out of eighty men but twen- 
ty are Italians, and most of these were born ip 
this country. 

Mr. Dippel emphasises the fact that in choos- 
ing two prominent Chicagoans for the most 
important positions in the orchestra—Mr. Kra- 
mer as, concertmaster and Mr. Rosenbecker as 
leader of the second violins—he has demon- 
strated conclusively that the management has 
shown no partiality toward New York.. Finally 
he expresses himself as totally undble to un- 


union in its appeal to the public against the 
Chicago opera since, as he points out, the es- 
tablishment of grand opera in this city places 
the entire musical life of the community on a 
higher plane and creates and brings new busi- 
ness to the city:

The statement begins with an announcement

“As a principle,” he writes, our company is

The orchestra of the Chi- 
cago Grand Opera company will cost nearly 
$150,000 for the period of five months, and nat- 
urally we are entitled to obtain the best results 
for so large an amount invested. 

“It is true that during last April I had a 
meeting with the Chicago union to discuss the 
situation, at which. time I asked for the admit- 
tance of about forty musicians who were mem- 
bers of the American Federation. A definite 
agreement was not reached, and since then é¢on- 
ditions have materially changed, as it was con- 
templated to give Chicago sixteen to twenty 
weeks of grand opera. This, however, was 
abandoned later on, as it was deemed unwise 
for the present. 

“The retirement of Mr. Oscar Hammerstein 
from the operatic field in America made it pos- 
sible to. amalgamate the Chicago and Philadel- 
phia intérests, thus dividing the season of 
twenty weeks over the two cities. Further- 
more, the purchase of the producing rights of 
the French novelties, which were solely con- 
trolled by Mr. Hammerstein, enables the Chi- 
cago Grand Opera company. to present a most 
elaborate repertoire during the first season.

“ However, the solution of the orchestra prob- 
lem became more intricate, inasmuch as al- 
most the entire work of the season, including 
the modern repertoire, had to be done during 
the Chicago season. With the exception of sev- 
eral novelties the work in Philadelphia means 
only repetitions of the Chicago repertoire. To 


F complicate matters, the Philadelphia union en- 
dea vored to obtain also its share of the new 


enterprise and wanted us to engage musicians 
of the Philadelphia unlon. However, few of 
the highest rank In both cities were obtainable 
who, were willing to give up their residence and 
Phil- 
adelphia. Those who were willing lacked in 
the necessary opera routine, it being a positive 
fact. that considerable time and practice is re- 
quired in order to make a good symphony mu- 
Sicjan a good opera orchestra player. 

The weason the Chicago union makes an ap- 
peal to the public against our enterprise is 
utterly incomprehensible, as the establishment 
of grand opera in this city places the same on 
a higher plane in the music world and creates 
and brings new business to the city. 

“I wish to resent most emphatically the ef- 
forts of the Chicago unſon to injure our inter- 
ests, since it is not the Chicago union but the 
Ameriagan Federation of Musicians which has 
absolute jurisdiction in the orchestra question. 
The matter was turned over by the Chicago 
and Philadelphia unions to Mr. Joseph N. 
Weber, the president of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians, for arbitration, and it re- 
quired some weeks to arrange everything to 
the entire satisfaction of both parties. The 
orchestra in dividing its activity over two cities 
was classified as a traveling organization, and 
a fixed amount per week was stipulated for 
board and lodging for each man, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Chicago musicians who 
have been engaged are permanent residents of 
this city. The exact agreement between Mr. 
Andreas Dippel and the Federation of Musi- 
clans reads as follows: 3

“The orchestra shall consist solely of mem- 
bers of the American Federation of Musicians 
and to be selected by Mr. Andreas Dippel or his 
agents from such members as he or they may 
choose, with the exception of the stage band 
and extra men for the orchestra. If such be re- 
quired for the Chicago and Philadelphia per- 
formances, they shall be drawn from the Chi- 
cago or Philadelphia union as the case may be.

THE PARCELS POST FIRST. 
The postmaster general assures us that 


| the postal deficit is being wiped out and 
that the department soon will pay its 


way. This has prompted the suggestion 
that the road is now clear for a reduc- 
tion of the postage rate on first. class 
matter from 2 cents to 1 cent. It has 
been 2 cents for twenty-seven years, and 
all previous suggestions that it be lowered 
have been. vetoed peremptorily. It would 
‘have played havoc with the earpings of 
the department, which came so largely 
from the postage on first class matter. 
So would it now. . 

There is no popular demand for 1 cent 
postage. The average man does not 
grumble when he buys a 2 cent stamp. 
He has been paying that price as long as 
he can remember. Those who are mos* 
solicitous are the business houses which 
use thousands of dollars’ worth of stamps 
in a year. There would be great econo- 
mies for them. 

The plain people need the parcels post 
a hundred times more than they do 1 
cent postage, and it should be given them 
first. They would be keenly sensible of 
its benefits. It would liberate them from 
the exactions of the express companies, 
And while the rates charged would be 
much lower than those of the express 
companies, they would be high enough to 
cover the cost of the service. This valu- 

able addition to the activities of the post- 
office department would not create a def- 
icit. 

When the day shall come that the aver- 
age cost of sending a letter through the 
mail and delivering it to the addressee 
by city or rural free delivery carrier shal] 
fall below what it is now, and it is evi- 
dent that a 1 cent rate would not cripple 
the department, it will be in order to de- 
mand à reduction. But let us have the 
parcels post now, and we will talk of 
penny postage later on. 


A JOB FOR ILLINOIS. 

Preliminary investigations by the de- 
partment of justice have revealed the ex- 
istemce of many intrastate trusts in the 
lumber business. Whether they are so 
linked together as to form parts of one 
maleficent whole—of a grand interstate 
trust—is a question which further research 
wil] determine. We know that the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New Jersey is the 
real owner of the nominally independent 
Standard Oil eompanies of other states. 
They are mere puppet corporations, whose 
every move is dictated by the master. A 
somewhat similar policy may have been 
adopted by the men who are solicitous to 
control absolutely, and who already con- 
trol in good part, the lumber wees? of 
the Dnited States. 

With intrastate trusts, no matter how 
vicious their methods and oppressive their 
rule, the national government has woth- 
img to do. They are outside its jurisdiction 
and ex¢lusively within that of the re- 
spective states. It is for them to prose- 
cute and punish these local offenders. 
Some states have done that with some 
trusts. Where there has been a failure 
to act, either ignorance ‘or indifference has 
been résponsible. 

Illinois has a- lumber trust all its own, 
with headquarters in Chicago, though it 
may be that the southern end of the state 
is subject to a combine with headquarters 
in St. Louis. Here is work for Illinois to 
do. Doubtless the department of justice 
‘would be pleased to turn over to the law 
Officers of the “state all the information 
it has. Then they could, proceed against 
the trist in the most effective way—the 
criminal prosecution of the men responsi- 
ble for its formation. 

If, as is alleged, there is a combine with 
Chicago headquarters which assigns ter- 
pres to lumber dealers—cutting up the 
state into lumber districts—amd blacklist- 
ing every dealer who dares to sell at prices 
lower than those dictated to him, it should 
be broken up. Every man connected with 
it, no matter how prominent a citizen he 
may be, should be made to feel the lash 
of the law. 


MRS. VANDERBILT’S DEED. 

It is not necessary to bestow praise 
for honesty, but honesty of the commonest 
variety is so often violated at the custom 
house that Mrs. Vanderbilt's voluntary 
payment of $11,000 in duties shines like 
a good deed in a naughty world. That 
the Vanderbilt wealth is not the direct 
product of protected native industry may 
be one reason why she made no attempt 
to defraud the government, for most of 
the offenders of this sort in the last 
twelve months accumulated the money 
they spent abroad by means favored by 
the Aldrich-Payne schedules. „

Archie Hunter, who may be said to have 
inaugurated his term of dffice as . 
of Glbraltar by welcoming to the Rock the 
fugitive king of Portugal, with the sos 
queens, and the Duke of Oporto, 10 of middie 
height, about 8 feet 8, and distinguished by 
an appearance of hazel eyed youth and an ex- 
traordinary faculty for pleasing everyone— 
beneath which deceptive exterior lie an iron 
firmness in all matters profess! and 
deep rooted opinions as to the necessity of 
the British being always victorious and 4)- 
ways honest. He hae been several times 
wounded, twice seriously. Indeed, when hit 
at Kesheh, in the Soudan, by a bullet after 
it had passed through a pair of field glasses 
and their holder's head in front of him, the 
doctors wanted to amputate his arm. He 
refused the offer, and after several years of 
repeated operations, massage, electric and 
weight exercise his bridle arm is now almost 
as useful as before.

With the possible exception of Kitchener 
himself there is no Englishman who may be 
said to know so much about the desert 
Arabs of the Soudan or the blacks of central 
Africa as Hunter, who was in turn governon 
of the Red sea littoral and of the frontier 
district of Nubia, Dongola, and Berber dur- 
ing the fifteen years that preceded the bat- 
tle of Omdurman. He was a major general 
before he was 40, thanks largely to the fact 
that he had been in the vanguard of all the 
fighting on the Nile. For fourteen years he 
was always on the fromtier—fourteen years 
of bugle and bullet, by night and by day, al- 
ways on the qui vive—the idol of every Eng- 
lish officer, of every English soldier, and 
of every black man or Arab who has ever 
served under him. 

Needless to say. that when Lord Kitchener 
was transferred from the Soudan to South 
Africa, at the time of the Boer war, he took 
Hunter with him, where Archie did so well as 
to win promotion to the rank of lieutenant 
general. And when Kitchener became gen- 
eraligsimo in India Hunter received the com- 
mand of the southerm army of that great 
oriental dependency. He left India about the 
same time as his chief, and when Gen. Sir 
Frederick Forestier Walker was overtaken 
by that Ulness which resulted in his death 
the other day Archie Hunter, who from a 
financial point of view was born with a silver 
spoon in his mouth, was appointed to suc- 
ceed him as governor of Gibraltar, with a 
salary of $25,000 a year, a couple of hand- 
somely furnished residences, and all sorts of 
allowances and prerogatives. It is a com- 
mand the importance of which it is impossi- 
ble to overestimate. Hunter, who is 56, is 
now almost at the head of the list of full gen- 
erals, the only one above him being Lord 
Methuen, at present commander in chief in 
South Africa. As to their rival claims to the 
baton of field marshal there can be no ques- 
tion. For, whereas Archie Hunter has been 
universally successful in the field, Lord 
Methuen, although extremely popular, has 
been as invariably unfortunate.

Lord Ritchie of Dundee, who arrived the 
other day in this country by the liner Ma- 
jestic, and who after a short stay here will 
go on to Mexico, is married to a dgughter 
of the late Louls J. Jennings, who was for 
a number of years one of the editors ot the 
New York Times, dyim in England; where 
he was associated politically with Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, acting for a time as the 
latter's private secretary and campaign 
manager. The widowed Mrs. Louls Jennings 
—that is to say. the mother-in-law of Lord 
Ritchie—was famous in her younger days for 
her beauty as Madeline Henriques, daugh- 
ter of David M. Henriques. 

Lord Ritchie is. the second holder of a 
peerage which was conferred upon his father 
for his services as chancellor of the exche- 
quer, and as the author of more social leg- 
islation for the benefit of the laboring classes, 
and especiaily for British seamen, than any 
other statesman of his day. It was be- 
stowed upon him at the time when he, along 
with. Lord George Hamilton and the Duke 
cf Devonshire, withdrew from the Balfour 
cabinet in token of his disapproval of Pre- 
mier Balfour's adoption of the tariff policy 
of Joseph Chamberlain. He was the young- 
er brother of Sir James T. Ritchie, who was 
lord mayor of Londcn in 1904, and was a 
member of the great jute concern of Ritchie 
& Co., to which the present lord also be- 
longs. 

One of Lord Ritchie’s sisters, Mary by 
name, is married to the Hon. Frank Russell,. 
son of the late Lord Russell of Killowen, 
who died as lord chief justice of England. 
Frank Russell often visits America, and has 
been here oh several occasions as the legal 
representative of Sir Thomas Lipton in con- 
nection with the cup races. The late Lord 
Russell's peerage was only for life and be- 
came extinct at his death. This was at his 
own request and that of his numerous sons, 
the two oldest of whom, having no money, 
did not wish to be handicapped in obtaining 
their livelihood by the inheritance Of a 
peerage which they bad nct the mars to 
support in idleness.

Lord Somers, who has also just arrived 
in America on his first visit to this country, 
is a second cousin of Lady Henry Somerset 
and of Adeline, Duchess of Bedford. «These 
two ladies-have just been placed immourning 
by the death of their mother, the aged Count- 
ess Somers. who, prior to her marriage to 
the third and last Earl Somers, was cele- 
brated as Virgifia Pattle for her beauty, her 
picture by the famous painter, ‘George Fred- 
erick Watts, being the feature of thé Royal 
academy exhibition in London in 1849, 

The present Lord Somers is -mefely a 
baron, the sixth of his line. He is un officer 
of the First Life Guards, has entailed prop-

Like seven pure diamonds set in ring of gold.

Romance and legend have woven their 
charm around the Pleiades, the name given 
to the seven daughters of Atlas and Pleione. 
According to Grecian mythology they were 
placed in the sky on account of their filial 
sorrow when their father was turned into a 
mountain and laden with the weight of the 
earth. Out of the dim reveries of untutored 
races issued the association of these stars 
with the seven sky spirits of the Vedas, and 
the location among them of the center of the 
universe, the abode of the Deity, a tradition 
still preserved by the Dyaks. of Borneo. 

With November the Pleiad month,“ many 
primitive people began the year, at the time 
of the midnight culmination of the, Pleiades 
Nov. 17. At this time no petition was pre 
sented in vain to the ancient kings of Persia, 
and the same epoch gave the signal in Egypt 
for the commencement of the feast of Isis, 
Among the early Druids the night of the 17th 
of November was observed by the destruc- 
tion and rebuiléing of the temples, and every 
light in the island of Iona was extinguished 
on this momentous occasion, dimly connected 
in some way with the destruction of the earth 
by a deluge.

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REVIEW OF METAL TRADES 
SHOWS STEADINESS IN VOLUME 


Reports from Leading Pig Iron Mar- 
kets Indicate Varying Activity, but 
Impulse to General Buying Lacking 


New York, Oct. 12.—The Iron Age will say 


tomorrow: 

“ Noteworthy evenness has been shown for 
some time in the daily rate of new business 
coming to the steel milis, with indications in 
some quarters that the repair of ragged 
stocks is responsible for the urgency of the 
call for shipments. 

“The United States Steel corporation’s 
statement of unfilled orders on hand Sept. 
30, showing 378,000 tons less than on Aug. 
31, was in line with expectations. This 
month's new orders have been close to the 
rate of September, the lighter lines making 
up for the falling off in the heavier prod 
ucts and the export trade representing about 
25 per cent of the new business. The cor- 
poration’s subsidiary companies now have 
forty-six idle blast furnaces, against forty- 
five one week ago. ; 

“Reports from the leading pig iron mar- 
kets show varying activity,. but ell agree 
that the impulse to general buying is still 
lacking. At Chicago a sale of 1,000 tons 
of malleable dessemer was made at a low 

to a i xcal interest. On the whole, 
northern foundry frons have been more ac- 
tive than southern grades. Northern Ohio 
furnaces have made a fair aggregate of 
sales im 1,000 and 500 ton lots to foundries 
in Indiana, Michigan, and western Ohio for 
delivery in the first half of 1911. These 
were largely on the basis of $14 at furnace. 
Not all furnaces will sell as low. For some 
It means actual loss and relief in lower ore 
prices is seven months away. 

“Two sales of 5,000 tons of basic irom were 
made to Chicago district steel companies by 
local furnaces. An additional inquiry has 
come to Lake Erie furnaces for basic iron 
to be shipped to. Chicago before navigation 
closes. In the Pittsburg district late sales 
of basic have been at $18.25 valley furnace.”

In fact, there 
are 20 many items already unobtainable that 
the effort will be to increase the demand for 
others. Among those most affected are ta- 
berries, blueberries, plums, pears, fancy ap- 
ples, tomatoes, both in No. 8 and No. 10 cans; 
salmon and sardines.

Shortage in Pickle Crop. 

F. A. Waldner & Co. of Chicago, writing to 
the trade, declare a shortage exists in the 
‘pickle crop, which has. just been harvested. 

„The pickle crop for 1010 ie all in and 
will not average half a yield for the entire 
country,” writes the firm. 

“Fifty thousand acres are contracted for 
annually by the pickling factories in this 
country, principally in the states of Indiana, 
Unnols, Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota. Owing to drought, a large percent- 
age of the seed did not germinate and in no 
section did the crop produce an average yield. 
The loss will fall on the farmers, as they get 
a stipulated price per bushel or pound for 
the cucumbers, with no increase in price to 
compensate for décreased yields.

“Owing to the shortage in fruits and veg- 
etables, there has been an enormous increase

FLETCHER CLAIMS 12 CUBS 


Says He Has Dozen Chicago Play- 
ers Signed for New League. 


OFFERS TO BACK ASSERTION. 


One West Sider Refuses to Make De- 


nial; Bresnahan Talks. 


ö 
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Cincinnati, O., Oot. 12.—D. A~Pietcher, 
active promoter of the proposed new major 
league and of the post-season series between 
teams made up of the stars of the National 
and American leagues, returned to Cincin- 
nati yesterday, and came out with a state- 
ment that he had signed a dozen Cubs, the 
best ones, for the circuit he expects to start 
next season. 

Fletcher was willing to back his assertion 
with money. He sald: 

“I am prepared, any time C. W. Murphy 
wants to take me up, to put up from $5,000 
to $100,000 cash on this proposition: That 
I can display publicly the signatures of 
twelve members of the Chicago team, all 
lined up to contracts for my league in 1911. 

“If Mr. Murphy, or any other sportsman, 
wishes to take a chance on the bet, I'm 
here and ready to produce the currency upon 
demand. 


Will Let Courts Settle It. 

Here's something I'd like to have the 
ball players and fans digest: So far from 
my wishing to do anything illegal, I am 
ready to refer the whole third league ques- 
tion to the courts, where it will andoubtedly 
land as soon as I get busy promulgating 
contracts that shatter the reserve rule. If 
the courts decide against me I will at once 
shut up shop and never again interfere in 
baseball. 

“ Again, we—the men who are with me in 
my enterprise—do not propose to buy play- 
ers from the clubs, as is the custom in organized 
baseball.’ We propose to pay the selling prices 
direct to the players themselves. Not long ago the 
Detroit team offered Washington $30,000 for Street 
and Johnson. I have Street and Johnson for $20,000, 
a saving of $10,000 on the market price between 
the clubs, and the saving is due to the fact that 1 
will pay the money to Street and Johnson per- 
eonally. 


His League Only Major One. 

„ Don't for a minute think that there will be a 
third major league in 1911. Nothing of the kind. 
There will be just one major league, and it will 
be mine. If I secure 125 star ball players, the 
best in the National and American leagues, com- 
pelling the magnates to fill their ranks with dis- 
cards and untried amateurs, wilt not that make my 
league at one bound the one exclusive major league 
and place the old organizations in the position of 
minor leaguers? 

„ We don’t want to do anything wrong, anything 
out of the way, anything illegal. If it is wrong to 
offer ball players more money and equitable con- 
tracts, then we are wrong. "Sut we propose to refer 
that question to the courts, and we defy the na- 
tional commission to mqet us in the courts for ad- 
judication.”
